Tbe melancholia wan not insanity in 
tbe sense of btiJE accompanied by delu- 
sions. At the time there was profound 
depression, »s is always the case in 
this type of disease, there was diuger 
thxt suicidal tendencies would develop. 


I jr this reason nurses were provided 


to maintain tbe closest watchfulness. 
No suicidal tendency developed, how- 
ever, uuril yesterday, when for tlie first 
time His' H rbert mane an attempt to 
get out of the window, but was 
T< - 


strained by ttie nurse. 
This led^fto ad- 


ditional caution and two nurses alter- 
nated in constant watchfulness of the 
patient. Sh£ waa at all times rational, 


ie' aod gentle. 
This forenoon the nurse discovered 


lhat she bad cut an Artery in her wriat 
with scissors, and she ran for assistance. 
While she was absent (Bias Herbert arose 
from the bed and jumped through the 
window, striking on the top of her head 
on tbe ac-p'ialc pivement;. This injury 
alone wae sufficient to have caused death 
fn>m concussion'and it was doubtless the 
immediaie cau^e. A cursory cx*mioa- 
llun indicated tlltt the frkull w.s frac- 
tured.
